Again, in the spring of 1876, one year after 

the new charter had been carried, im the absence 
of an election law, by ballot-stuffing and fraud, 
there was held the town election for the South 
Town of Chicago. There was po registration 
for this election, and the meeting was organ- 
ized. by a oderator apbointed by 
those 6 bled, and be, with other 
officers appoin by the masé-mecting, 
conducted the election. On the morning of the 
meeting a force of a hundred or more of 
shoulder-hitterb and fighting-men took riotous 
and forcible possession of the meeting, dragging 
out and beating off the peaceable citizens there 
assembled, and took possession of the baliot- 
boxes and control of the election. The eitizens 
went there voted, and kept such guard as 
they could, and kept count of the number of 
votes cast; but that night the vault containing 
the ballot-boxes was opened and ballots ab- 
stracted, and other ballets by the handful put 
in, so that when counted there were some 1,500 
more in the boxes than voters that voted. 
When these facts were known, some 30,000 cic- 
izens assembled at the Exposition Building, and 
by measures there inaugurated. these political 
Marauders were expelled from power, and in- 
stead of Mike Evans and Dave Thornton, of the 
House of David, etc., Robert n, and Mark 
Kimball, and Watts Carver, and Mr. Gray be- 
came the town officers, and comparing the three 
years before that with the three that followed, 
the salaries of the South Town officers were re- 
duced from $67,000 to less than $10,000. The 
duties of these officers were substantially nom- 
inal, oceupying but a few weeks in the year, 
and, as an instance of the qualifications and la- 
bor required, I may state that one of the town 
clegks under the old gang could neither read 
nor write. Mike Evans was the leader, and in 
the year 1876, their lest 7 he and Phillips, 
the Assessor, received, $21,000 for doing the 
same work which Mark Kimball and Mr. Gray 
did the next year for $8,000, the legal compen- 
sation therefor. The entire expensts and sal- 
aries for the year 1875 for a few werke of 
real labot was $37,000, against $8,000 for the 
same work for the year 1876. As ap instance of 
economy in city matters now, I may cite the 
fact that Mr. Cleveland, the City Superintendent 
of Public Build receives agalary of $2,500 
per year, and he is the archi of the pew 
Cit) Building without any additional compen- 
sation, while the architect upon the county part 
of the bui is working upon @ commission, 
and has already received some $50,000 for his 
work. 

After stating these facts, which I have spent 
nearly two days to ascertain, and which I be- 
lieve I have stated with substantial accuracy, 
need I ask whether the cities and towns of the 
United States need a registration law and 3 
supervision of their elections? Such registra- 
tion never has been thoroughly made and never 
will be by the State, because in local issues 
politicians cater to and court the Dummer ele- 
mept, and will not repress it with vigor and 
strength.

THE ARMY BILL. 
A TELLING SPEECH BY GEN. GARFIELD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
Wasurvoton, D. C., March 29.—“ You said, 
in 1861, that the doctrine of secession must be 
accepted, or we will shoot down the Govern- 
ment.’ That was an opeo, manly declaration. 


Lou say, in 1879, ‘You must accept Demo- 


cratic dictation or we will starve out the Gov- 
ernment.’ That is base, mean, cowardly. In 
1855, before the War, when the Democracy was 
in its prime, you considered it necessary, wise, 
and constitutional that the United States Mar- 
shals should have power to use the’ United 
States army, navy, or marines as a posse 
to search the house of every Northern 
man in pursuit of fugitive slaves. In 1879, the 
negro being free and a voter, you think it un- 
wise, dangerous, ahd unconstitutional for the 
United States Marshals to have a posse to com- 
mand either the army, the navy, or the marines, 
or an armed civil posse to protect that negro at 
the polls, and you threaten to starve out the 
Government unless that law is repealea.’’ 

With sentiments like these, addressed to the 
ante-bellum leaders in the House, Gen. Garfield 
OPENED THE GREAT DEBATE 
to-day. It was probably the best effort of his 
life. The Republican side of the House was 
electrified. The Democrats were dismayed. 
Every Democratic member kept his seat during 
this memorable speech, anxious to know how 
the Bourbon leaders would meet it. Every Re- 
publican kept his place pleased to bear so clear 
a statement of the Republican position, pained 
to xnow that, in the progress of events, the pol- 
itics of eighteen years ago have returned. Alex- 
ander Stephens had spoken, and had rolled him- 
self like a mummy upon wheels in his vain, 
egotistical way about the Chamber, and had 
trimmed to the Bourbon side, as is his custom. 

Springer, the presiding officer, after hearing 
arguments upon the points of order, had read 
an opinion ruling in the amendment, which was 
written before the arguments were made, and 
bad declared that the House is without rules 
and is drifting pointiessly. 

When Gen. Garfield rose to speak there was 
instant silence and attention. The Democrats 
waited eagerly to hear the first declaration of 
the Republican position upon the merits, and to 
learn from him what truth there was in the 
rumors that the Republicans were likely to be- 
come a timid, yielding minority. His first sen- 
tences carrie the conyiction of

His concluding words made the Democrats 
fear that if the speech is not to change the de- 
erees of the Democratic caucus, it is destined 
to startle the people of the Republican North. 
It was to be an appeal from the flat of the se- 
eret Democratic league to the God-crowned, 
God-anointed sovereignty of the people. 

Some of the leading points of this remark- 
able speech may be here summarized: Gen. Gar- 
field began ‘with a consciousness of the deep 
solemnity of the crisis into which the Democ- 
racy has forced the country. His words 
showed the depth of his convictions. 


OF THE REPUB- 


We have,“ he said, ‘* to-day resolved to enter 


upon a revolution against the Constitution of 
the United States. Free consent is our theory 
of law. That is the granite foundation-stone of 
our whole political structure. Let in the last 
Congress the Democratic leaders announced the 
policy of coercion, which is inaugurated here to- 
day. Your methods are revoiutionary to the 
core. They are contrary to the principles of 
American institutions.” 

Then, with masterly skill, Gen. Garfiela 
sketched the history of the law which it is pro- 
posed to repeal, and showed that it originated 
with the Democrats, was

only, and that among those Democrats who 
voted for it in the Senate and House were Hen- 
dricks, Johnson, McDougall, Powell, Sauisbury, 
Richardson of Illinois, Fernando Wood, Speaker 
Randall, and George H. rendleton. Against 
this bill in the Thirty-eighth Congress not a 
single Democratic vote was cast. Yet this re- 
peal measure is presented when there has been 
no complaint from any quarter, when there is 
no mgmorial upon the files of Congress asking 
for the repeal, and the Democrats insist that if 
they cannot repeal the law which the Democrats 
made it shall be sufficient ground to starve the 
Government. 

George Pendleton, now Senator, sat facing 
Gen. Garfield when this record was brought up. 
His countenance showed that he could make no 
answer. 

Fernando Wvod’s face grew red as crimeon, 
and his.white mustache assumed a paler hue 
as the record which he hoped bad been forgot- 
ten showed that In 1861 the Appeal was taken 
to public opinion to know whether the Govern- 
ment should be shot to death, and now the ap- 
peal is taken to the same sovereignty to see 
whether you shall break down the princt- 
ples of free consent in legislation 
at the price of starving the Government to 
death. You shall not compel us, even to save 
this Government, to break down any of its fun- 
damental towers. On that ground we plant our- 
selves.” 

And with this declaration of the terrible ear- 
nestness of the Republican positionGen. Garfield 
closed bis speech. 

‘The answers that were made and attempted on 
the part of the Wemocrats were feeble, and a 
speedy adjournment was forced to.give the 
Democracy an opportuaity to rally from the 
confusion into which they had been thrown by 
Gen. Garfield’s argument, and to prepare in 
what way they might to meet it.

Cem, O., March 29.—The action of the 
Democratic State Central Committee at Colum- 
dus last night has been the talk of politicians 
to-day. The debate on time and place of hold- 
ing the Convention iasted from early in the 
afternoon till pearly mianight, the latter cart 
of it being beld with closed doors. The final 
decision in favor of Columbus as aginst Cin- 
cinvati, and June 4 as against an earlier date, is 
generally interpreted to mean fusion with the 
Nationals, but whether in the interest of Gen. 
Tom Ewing or Gen. Rice is matter about 
which there is difference of opinion. 
The Greenbackers are made masters of 
the situation, and it will probably 
pe left for them to decide. It is the opinion of 
the Democrats that the result of the conference 
is fatal to the hopes of Gov. Bisbop. Gov. 
Bishop, however, declines to take this view of 
the case, and m an interview today stated that 
he was confident he would be nominated in spite 
of his enemies. He was willing to leave a 
couple of blanks in the ticket tobe filled by 
Nationals,—as, for instance, State Auditor and 
member of the Board of Public Works, offices 
now filled by Republicans,—but as to conceding 
to them the head of the ticket it was prepos 
terous, and he knew the Democrats would never 
think of it. . 

Nearly the whole debate in last night’s confer- 
ence hinged on the question of the coalition of 
the Nationals. H. Blandy of Zanesville, J. 8. 
Gordon of the Washington Post, T. F. irvine, 
and others, boldly declared that without such 
union the Democrats would go into the contest 
doomed to certain defeat. Armstrong, of the 
Cleveland Plaindea er, J. H. Putnam, of the Co- 
lumbus Statesman, Judge Estell, and others, 
were equally positive that nothing but evil would 
come from the desertion of the princi of the 
party and dickering with a faction. Ihe Democ- 
racy,” said Armstrong, are 300.000 strong in 
Obio, and I don’t believe in any such big men- 
ageries making ignominious overtures to any 
side-show. The side-show ought to come over 
to the menageric.” 

There was one expression of opinion by W. J. 
Elliott, editor of the Jrish Citizen, of Cincinnati, 
that startled the meeting. He declared that if 
the Democrats showed the white feather and 
acted a cowardly part by truckling to the Na- 
tionalists the whole Irish element would desert 
them, and he believed that a more important 
element than the other.

“THE SOCIALISTS. 

Tt is among the most significant facts re- 
lating to the election of city officers on 
Tuesday next, that the Socialists, or, in other 
words, the Communists, have in nomination 
a candidate for Mayor, City Treasurer, City 
Clerk, have a candidate in each ward for 
Alderman, and have a full ticket in South 
Chicago, West Chicago, and North Chicago, 
for Collector, Assessor, Supervisor, and 
Olerk, They have sought no alliance with 
any Other party, and propose to elect their 
own candidates, so far as they are able. 

We do not remember that any third party 
has ever before had confidence enough 
in its own strength to warrant it in placing 
a full ticket in nomination at a city election 
in Chicago. The members of this party 
speak freely and hopefully of being able to 
elect not only several of the ward and town 
officers, but even their candidate for Mayor, 
and that with the prestige of success at this 
election they intend to have five candidates 
for the Circuit Court at the June election. 

It is a striking illustration of the anti- 
American principles and policies as well as 
of the membership of this Communistic 
combination, that, in the whole list of can- 
didates, from Mayor to Town Clerk, there is 
not one American. They are all persons of 
alien birth, who, in an American city, in an 
American State, and under the National 
Government of the United States, propose 
to elect a City Government composed ex- 
clusively of persons of alien birth, many of 
whom speak the English language with 
difficulty. Some time before the War Zen- 
ator Sour, in a speech in New Orleans, 
claimed that the government of that city 
would never be satisfactory until the 
“‘Yankees were driven out,—there being 
too much Yankeelsm in New Orleans.” 
These Socialists seem to have the 
same opinion as to Chicago. In 
their estimation there is too much Ameri- 
canism in Chicago, and hence these men, 
collected here from all parts of the world, 
speaking almost every language but the lan- 
guage of this country, have united to expel 
from the government and control of this 
American city of half a million of people, 
and one of the great commercial metropoli- 
tan cities of the country, the American 
portion of the population. Outside of the 
United States, such an extraordinary event 
as this was never witnessed. It is sig- 
nificant of the aims and ends of this alien 
organization, and it is a notice to the people 
of this city of the folly of division on 
trifling questions, when an enemy to 
everything that is peculiarly American and 
national thus confidently and defiantly chal- 
lenges a struggle at the polls. 
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NATIVISM IN LOCAL POLITICS. 
If the American municipal system were 


fully explained to an intelligent South Sea 
Islander, his judgment would unquestion- 
ably be that the conservative, law-abiding, 
and property-owning classes would always 
unite in the election of responsible, ef- 
ficient, and economical officers, without re- 
gard to partisan attachments or nativistic 
prejudices. He would conclude this to be 
the rule, Decause it is the only rational and 
safé application of universal suffrage to 
local government. Unfortunately, reason is 
not always the ruling element in politics, 

and experience has proved that too many | 
men are accustomed to abuse the elective 
system of municipal government by voting 
as their party prejudices, personal bias, or 
clannish affections may dictate, careles# of 
the result as to the general good. An 
one of the most 
important duties to be impressed upon the 
people of Chicago with reference to next 


We have especially in mind the reprehen- 
sible influence which nativism usually exér- 
cises in local elections; and it is to be equally 
deprecated whether it presents itself in the 
shape of native Americanism or native for- 
eignism. The laws of this country prescribe 
the qualifications for citizenship in the case 
of those who seek a home in the United 
States. Though born in a foreign country, 
the naturalized citizens are entitled to full 
and equal political rights, and in all political 
affairs should certainly regard themselves 
simply as American citizens. Just as any 
eombivation among American-born citizens 
against the rights and privileges of foreign- 
horn citizens is always to be condemned, so 
auy disposition among a certain class of for- 
eign-born citizens to discriminate uniformly in 
favor of those who happen to have been born 
in the same country as themselves is a menace 
to good goverument. In thé case of the 
Irish it is said that the  nativistic 
sentiment is so strong that an Irish 
candidate. for office in this country can 
count upon the solid support of all those 
who hail, more or less remo ely, from his 
own town or county, but must expect the 
fiercest opposition from all American citizens 
of Irish extraction whose traditions go back 
to some rival province or county in the Old | 
Country. We do not believe that nativism 
exerts so narrow and absurd an in- 
fluence among any other class of foreign- 
born citizens; but American citizenship, 
properly construed and appreciated, exacts 
that all birth-prejudices should give way

Nevertheless, it will be uhreasonable 
and unjust for German-born citizens who 
have no sympathy with Communism to vote 
for Dr. Sommap?., He himself is a Socialist 
of the most pronounced type, and he has

As nativism in city politics is utterly false 
in principle, so it is dangerous in practice. 
American nativism develops foreign nativ- 
ism, and pice versa, The issue is unwise and 
threaténing. There is no doubt, for instance, 
that if American-born citizens felt sure that 
the German Republicans intended to vote in 
any number for Sarr, the Democratic can- 
didate, bécause he is of German extraction, 
they would rally a good many native Amer- 
ican Democratic votes for Mr. Farwexz, 
and thus defeat such a combination against 
Mr. Farweitt on account of his American 
birth. And so in every other case where 
American-born and foreign-born citizens are 
candidates, there would be a race issue. But 
such conflicts always bring out dad blood, 
and should be denounced and discouraged 
by foreign-born and American-born citizens 
alike, as menacing to the best interests of 
American government, and especially of local 
government. 
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APPROACHES TO THE PARKS. 

A peculiarity of the American system 
is that it provides innumerable obstacles to 
the accomphshment of any particular pur- 
pose about which there is a unanimous agree- 
ment among all who are concerned. The 
effort to secure decent and proper approaches 
‘to the Chicago parks has been no exception 
to the rule. The desirability of such ap- 
proaches has been universally admitted ever 
since the parks have been worth visiting, 
and it has been manifest all along that they 
can only be secured by placing some one 
street in each Division of the city under the 
management and subject to the rules of the 
Park Commissioners, as in the case of the 
regular park boulevards and driveways. 
Among the measures urged upon the Cook 
County delegation by the people of Chicago 
was a bill enabling the Common Oounoil to 
delegate to the Park Commissioners the 
proper authority over such driveways, and 
the bill was presented in the early days of 
the session. There was apparently no oppo- 
sition to it, and yet it was a considerable 
time in dragging its way through the Sen- 
ate. When it passed the Senate at last, 
the vote in favor of it was all but unani- 
mous. Then it found its way to the House, 
where it was referred toa Committee. There 
seems to have been a disposition to strangle 
the bill in the Committee, but, after some 
heroic efforts and a very decided popular 
protest, it was rescued from the Committee. 
That was two or three weeks ago, and then, 
after it was reported to the House, it was 
again lost to sight till Friday, when Tun 
Taisunz correspondent, after diligent search, 
found that it had been in the hands of the 
Public Printer. Now it is again in the hands 
of the House, which has it to a third 
reading; when it shall come up for final pas- 
sage the vote in the House will probably be 
as unanimous as in the Senate, and yet it

dogmatist in everything,—in a word, a hum- 
bug whose distinguishing characteristic is his 
boldness. These views of course represent 
the extremes of prejudice on either side, and 
the truth must be sought somewhere be- 
tween them. 

It is not the purpose of this article to pre- 
sent an elaborate estimate of Mr. Coox, but 
rather to give a few hints of what, in our 
judgment, that estimate is likely to be. In 
the first place, no appraisal can be correct 
which does not treat him as essentially 
phenomenal. He belongs to no school but 
hisown. He isa curious and unique com- 
bination of Greek philosophy, German meta- 
physics, and Puritanic orthodoxy, into which 
is infused the restless energy of our American 
life. His natural and acquired position is 
that of an intellectual pugilist. He sprang 
like a giant into the arena of modern theo- 
logical dispute, and for four years he has 
been the acknowledged champion of the 
orthodox side. In the contest he has de- 
pended less upon dexterity than upon 
strength and boldness. His methods 
have been novel and startling, . and, 
while at first astonishing to his 
opponents, have caused his followers to fancy 
him invincible. His blows have been dealt 
with a vast force of intellectual muscle, bat 
often clumsily; and his want of skill and pre- 
cision have frequently exposed him to the 
keen thrasts of more agile antagonists, who 
have seen their opportunity to attack him 
upon some weak side. The same vigor 
which has enabled him to give blows has, 
however, enabled him to receive them with- 
out much damage in return, — his intellectual 
constitution being probably as well calcu. 
lated to endure punishment as that of any 
man of the age. He has thus perhaps suf- 
fered less from the assaults of his adver- 
saries than from his own impetuosity,—his 
blows being often needlessly terrific and im- 
mensely disproportioned to the resisting 
power of the object upon which they were 
directed. Not infrequently he has in this 
way fallen over some insignificant question 
which he has rushed to attack, and tumbled 


headiong in the philosophic dust from bis 


own momentum,—like the valiant Knight 
Sir Huprpras in his charge upon the wily 
female warrior Taurus, who, bare. his im- 
pending blow, and 


Avoiding it, the force and weight 
He charg’d upon it was so great 
As almost sway'd him to the ground. 


It was inevitable that the place perma- 
nently assigned to Mr. Coox as a philosopher 
should be less high than that accorded him 
during the sensational period of his earlier 
appearance before the public. There was 
somethirg about his very boldness, his 
colossal egotism and self-assertion, that for a 
time carried things by storm. But this very 
success was really the most dangerous thing 
that could befall him. It led him into wider 
sweeps and a more ambitious range of inves- 
tigation. He sought not only to combat in- 
fidelity and to instruct and inspire religious 
and theological teachers in their owu do- 
main,—a task for which his attainments and 
temperament admirably fitted him,. but to 
teach philosophy to the philosophers and to 
instruct scientists in scientific things. In 
this he failed, as must any man whoattempts 
to do so much. Mr. Coon is big and 
burly, but he is not universal. To 
no one man is it given to cover 
the vast domains of theology, history, liter- 
ature, and philosophy, and at the same time 
to instruct and correct experts in their 
special bramches of scientific research. To 
assume to do this is, to put it mildly, some- 
thing of am intellectual impertinence. Men 
of high attainments in their special branches 
of natural science are not to be abolished by 
one who has made their studies of u life- 
time the diversion of a few months. From

The Philosophical Society were | cntertaiped 
last evening by Judge Cooley, of Michigan, who 
delivered a lecture on ‘Sentiment in Politi¢ts,” 
and @ very interesting discourse it was, con- 
taining matter which should be taken to heart 
by every one who believes in, self-protection. 

He began with the statement that attention 
would be called to certain cases in Which senti- 
ment had been permitted to lead us as a people 
into dangerops paths. The manner in which 
we were to be extricated from these was not 
as yes entirely cle 0 | 
of them it might be affirmed that there 
could be no retracing of isteps, and safety must 
be found, if at all, in the increased virtue and 
intelligence of the people and increased atten- 
tion to public duties. | 

THE EVILS REFERRED TO 
were ip the main evils in municipal govern- 
ment, and, as introductory and explanatory, he 
‘proceeded to say something respecting govern- 
ment ib general. in theory the legitimate pur- 
pose of any Government was to gfve ta the peo- 
ple the benefits of order by means of law. It 
therefore existed for the advantage of those 
who were governed, and any@dvantage to those 
who possessed and wielded its authority should 
be merely iucidental, and not the e 
press purpose for which they o- 
erned, Governments must gubserve the 
defining 


and protecting richts. Among the most im- 
portant and most universally recog nized of 


these was the right to property. The Govern- 


erument itself might become the proprietor of 
vroperty existing by nature, and which comes 


to it by Virtue of being situated within the xeo- 
graphical limits occupied by its people; ot prop- 
erty accumulated for governmental purposes, 


but which was aubject to being changed or dis- 
posed of when no longer needed, or when some- 


thing else might answer a better purpose; of 


valuable privileges that could best be made 


available for the common benefit by granting 
them to private persons for a sum to 
be paid therefor, or for some periodical 
return. Municipal Governments were fre- 
quently found possessed of each of 
these classes of property, and it was 
in the hands of cities that its possession and 
management were likely to become trouble- 
some and to lead to serious evils. Where the 
the returns from such property are not sufficient 
for the supply of all public needs, exactions of 
some sort must de made from the people, and 
these, if regular and orderly, would be 
TAXES. . | 
No American State or city was now, by its cir- 
cumatances, independent of taxation, and the 
levies which were made were numerous in 
and severe as burdens. Those im by 
cities were usually vastly more severe than 
those imposed by the States in which the cities 
which a Govern- 
ment was based was usually tnsignifi- 
cant in importance as compared with’ the 
prevailing national sentiment, which would 
always be an efficient and active force, A na- 
tional sentiment might strengthen and invigor- 
ate the people for all purposes of defense or of 
aggression as to other nations, or it might tend 
to support or strengthen the existing Govern- 
ment as against any elements of internal’ dis- 
content or division, or it might lead to particu- 
lar measures of policy which * 2 strengthen 
en it as they 
proved wise or ynwise. A sentiment of intense 
nationality was of course an immense power, 
and was evidence of vigorous life. | 
Attention was then given to sentiments that 
tended to support the existing Government and 
give it wise direction. The most active and 
powerful one in support of the Governmer 
Great Britain was loyalty. America “had | 
trying a new exberiment. One * sectia 
the New.World was settled under the influ; 
of ideas that were essentially level in t 
tendency. These settiers above all things else 
were Christians, and M oy to the Bible 
for their code of laws. e fundamental doc- 
trine of Christianity was, that the Ruler of the 
universe was no respecter of persons, and 
pressed the doctrine to the point of de- 
pying and discarding the notion of any 
divine, bereditary, or traditionary right to 
rule. In New England kingly power was 
recognized rather as an existing fact than. as 
something theoretically right and proper, aud 
the people proceeded to establish their own 
government by a right that, beyond themselves, 
looked only to their Creator. How plainly this

| With but teint and nominal recog- 
nitien of the King, the signers by solemn men- 
tai covenant combined themselves into a civil 
body politic for their own government and the 
ordering of their own affairs, and promised all 
due submission and obedience to such just and 
eq laws as they themselves from 
time to time should establish. And this 
covenant was not made with R 
or Parliament, but solemnly, in the presence o 
God, with each other. Nevertheless, the senti- 
ment of human brotherhood among the New 
England people was much qualified when it 
came to matters of government by their own 
observations of and participationin local eov- 
ernment in the mother country. Participation 
in the ordering of public affairs had never been 
general there, nor was it made 80 in the brief 
period of the Commonwealth. They did not

; the

determined either by membership in the church 
or by the choice of those 8 y admitted as 
freemen. Still, even in the earliest days, 
we found the seeds of the doctrine of 
universal political ‘equality striking root 
bere and there, and obtaining for 
a time some little vitality. John Eliot, the 
Apostle to the Indians; would have anticipated 
by 200 years the extreme radical notions of to- 
day bad he succeeded io establishing political 
equality among his untutored converts. The 
sentiment which found expression in the Chris- 
tian Commonwealth bad been cherished by some 
persons of more or less ability and prominence 
from that day to the present. Their political 
creed was in brief: All men are created equal; 
they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable ts; among the chief of these is 
the right to the ballot and to hold office. Such 
u creed was a creed of natural rights. It traced 
to the Creator Himself, as one of His chief 
gifts, the right to take a part in government, 
and this right was conferred om man as man 
not because of any natural or acquired 
fitness, but because of his human nature; or, 
perhaps it shouid be said, his buman nature de- 
termined his fitness. Naturally accompanying 


this sentiment was another: Divine Providence 


nad indicated as ‘the proper form of vern- 
ment 4 Republic founded upon an absolute 
equality of political rigbts. It was no doubt 
true that Divine Providence ordained govern- 
ment, but if we searched for indications re- 
specting the particular form, the most unerr- 
ing of all must be this: That the particular 
form Was one that dest answered the 
purposes of order and security, best promised 
permanence. Divine vidence could not 
indicate that which would be unwise, 
impolitic, impracticable, and necessarily 
of brief duration. It was therefore idle to 
speak of a Government founded upon the prin- 
ciple of complete equality of privilege as one 
indipated by infinite wisdom for general adop- 
tion under any conditions that now exis}, ever 
have existed, or were likely to exist at any de- 
riod in the immediate future. The Government 
must be suited to the age, to the people, and to 
the circumstances of the people; when 
these are ignored the punishment of folly mus 
— 2 follow. A savage did not become 
statesman by mere acceptance of the Christian 
religion, nor could au unlettered freedman 
become wise in matters of government by 
the mere force of constitutional amepdments. 
It migut be a wise sentiment that trusted either

and to impel the ple to a course which it 
was expected would advance their own city at 
the eXpense of some other wh prosperity 
they envied or feated. This sentiment was 
likely to take ‘the form of large expenditures 
upon elegant buildings and costly parks or 
works of public improvement which it was 
thought were likely to add largely to the busi- 
ness or Of the place, and, conse- 
— 2 to ite growth. This — to 
rivalry was one of the chief dangers of the 
country, esvecially when the facility for 
contracting public debte was so great, and the 
inducements 80 captivating, Under pretense 
of providing for its future, a city mortgaged its 
future to construct works of doubtful value, 
and men voted to construct them who either 
bad no taxable means, or, if they had any, took 
cate to avoid taxation by having the city issue 
bonds when it should have issued tar rolls. We 
had for a considerable time stood face to face 

the solemn fact that cities, unless held in 
close rein by the State, were iu perpetual dan- 
ger of contracting excessive aebts. bat might 
be the most effectual remedy for this, experience 
did mot yet testify, but there was no legal 
restraint that could be fully effectual, unless it 
be found in a constitutional provision strictly 
contining the er to contract city debts within 
safe limits. When such a limit was imposed, all 
contracts which exceeded it must be void. It 
was notorious, however, that such provisions ex- 
isted, and yet the municipalities subject to 
them contracted debts which exceeded them, 
and that, when they did, a strong public senti- 
ment, prevailing especially in financial circles, 
and generally ag enough to control munici- 
pal action, demanded their payment. The sen- 
timent sprang from 

THE GREAT HORROR OF REPUDIATION 
of State debts, and had, theretore, its com- 
mendable side. But between State repudia- 
tion and municipal defense against contracts 
ultra vires there was all the difference that 
there was between public dishonesty on the one 
hand and protection against municipal robbery 
on the otber. 

For some of the evils In municipal govern- 
ment mere legislation could at present afford 
no remedy, but there 1 be palliatives which 
it was 2 of the State to apply. In ad- 
dition to ctions * the power to contrac 
debts, there our ht to equally careful and 
effectual restraints upon the 

POWER TO GRANT FRANCHISES, 

and especially to grant exclusive franchises. 
The very cry against monopolies was an evil, for 
it tended to create a feeling of unrest and of an- 
tagonism to capitel among the poorer classes of 
the people, and of doubt and distrust smong the 
money classes; and this tended to unsettle the 
foundations of society and to prepare the way 
for great riots and destruction of property in 
times of distress. And city charters ought tobe 
so framed. ag to prevent, as far as possible, the 
hbacty action of the city legislature in 
— 9 eta 2 — dedts, 

e es, under of excite- 
ment and passion. One of the most effectual 
restraints would be a division of the legislative 
department into two houses. One might be re- 
stricted in authority to action upon financial 
measures and measures relating to city proper- 
ty and franchises,—a small body, and ougbt to 
be elected by the city at large. The best men 
could only be obtained by that method of 
choice. ere ought also to be greater con- 
centration of executive power in the hands 
of the Mayor, with a view to immediate and 
more eifectual responsibility when evils were 
found to exist. For this reason the State must 
abstain from improper intermeddling in city 
affairs through State Commissions; unless ex- 
ercised by way of restraint to prevent abuse of 
local authority, it was always mischievous, and 
was generally invited by fraudulent pretenses 
tor mere personal or party ends. 

BUT THE MOST BFFBCTUAL REMEDY 
must be found in an awakened and ever active 
and vigilant determination on the part of the 
people to protect their rights under the Gov- 
ernment, whatever might be its form or its laws. 
This was peculiarly difficult in the case of citi 
but was nevertheless imperative. Successf 
planters and farmers paturally took to politics. 
Successful merchants and busivess-men in the 
cities naturally avoided politics. The propor- 
tion of voters in the large cities of the 
country who ad taxes on property 
was a8 to the whole number only as one to six, 
and when we added to the one-sixth such others 
as were members of their families, and others 
who, for similar reasons, were interested in the 
economical government of the city, the fact re- 
mained that the majority of all were not likely 
to feel any personal interest in having the gov- 
ernment managed witb prudence, economy, and 
integrity. Under such circumstances, unless 
those who were chiefly concerned came to 
the front, bad government, resulting at 
length in municipal bankruptcy and dissolution, 
was inevitable. All g governiaent must 
rest upon the virtue and intelligence of those 
who administered it. To-day the control of the 
chief cities pf the A was very largely left 
to those who had least of these qualities.

When the 
merchants, manufacturers, bankers, and thrifty 
mechanics of New York or Chicago left govern- 
ment to such men in order that they might 
make money in their private business, they were 
to a large extent accumulating that others 
might waste. Sometime they would learn by 
bitter experience that, in order to securely ac- 
cumulate wealth, the proper management of 
public concerns must also made 

part of their business. A mere bai- 
lot never the result. Time, at- 
tention, and thought must be devoted 
to publicaffairs,—tbere must be organization and 
concentration of action. To pay great taxes as 
a condition of being relieved from attention to 
public duties was like submitting to blackmail 
rather than be at the trouble and annovance of 
punishing the felons. Exactions increased as 
they were submitted to, and, after a time, came 
municipal bankruptcy, in which legitimate 
thrift was well n impossible.. The great 
city at the head of the iakes might some day 
discover that good government by wise coun- 
selors was a condition of her continued pre- 
eminence.

The Produce Markets Steady-—Provis- 
ions More Active and Easier. 


Less Doing in Grain---Move- 
ment of Produce for the 
Week. 


FINANCIAL. 


Government bonds were higher, and, as s 
consequence, there was a better demand for 


them. Investors who would not touch them at 


the depressed prices of the beginning of the 
weck began to buy as soon as the market ad- 
vanced. The 5-208 of 1868 advaneed 36. to 1023¢; 
the new 4448 M, to 1049; and the 4 per cents 
N, to 993%. The 6s of 1881 were steady at 106%; 
the 5-20s of 1867 at 102; and the 10-40s at 10154. 

The Chicago supply of foreign exchange re- 
mains meagre, on account of the accumulation 
of stuff here. Rates were higher. In Chicago 
sterling grain bills were 4834, and French bills 
were 52036. The actual Chicago rates for ster- 
ling were 485% and 48834. In New York the 
actual rates were the same. The posted rates 
for sterling were 4863¢ and 489. French bankers’ 
bills were 5183¢ and 515%. 

Consols were unchanged at 97 1-16 all day. 
The London quotation of silver has advanced to 
5034 pence per ounce. 

There was a brief reference the other day in 
the cable dispatches to the report of the Liv- 
erpool Chamber of Commerce on silver. The 
Council of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
unanimously adopted the report of its Special 
Committee, to the effect that a fixed ratio be- 
tween gold and silver with unlimited freedom 
of mintage and the rerognition of the two met- 
als as full legal-tender would, if adopted by a 
majority of the leading monetary Powers, in- 
cluding England and India, be adequate to re- 
store silver to its former international value as 
money. : 

Chicago bankers report an increasing demand 
for money. This is mercantile as well as Board 
of Trade. Rates are firmer, and but little busi- 
ness is done at 6 per cent, a rate which will be 
made only on such collateralas Government 
bonds. The current rate is 7 to 8 per cent, with 
some small transactions at 8 to 10 percent. Cur- 
rency receipts and shipments are light. The 
current of remittance is now in favor of New 
York, and the country orders for New York ex- 
change are considerably ahead of the local sup- 
ply.

The outcome of tne crop is now considered very 
disappointing, and instead of 200,0.0 to 250, 000 
tons of wheat available for export. about 150,000 
tons is reported to be nearer the mark. 


William Young & Co. have issued their thir-

Grain delivered April 11 to 15, inclusive, has 
less than five days to run on 4c storage; so that 
the seller must deduct ge per bu in that cage, 
because 4}¢c will be due at the expiration of 
five days from the date of delivery. 

The carrying charge from April into May is 
equal to He storage, and, in wheat, about Re 
for insuramce and the interest on the use of 
money. Hence the legitimate difference be- 
tween thé prices on Wheat for April and May is 
about 5c; for other grain it is somewhat less.

The inventor, Mr. George F. Green, has 
been working at the idea of a cheap, practical 
motor for some years, and has at last gotten 
somet that seems to meet the want in every 
respect. invention can be applied to any 
machine, and promises to effect au universal 
saving ot feminine muscle, health, patience, 
and endurance. Any lady can stow away 
in her cellar, or some other  out-of- 
the-way place, a battery of five cu 
which ‘supply the electric current, an 
which will require renewing only about once in 
three months. From this battery the wires 
proceed to the sewing-room, where they are con- 
nected by a single wrapped wire, with an electric 
engine fastened to the top of the sewing-ma- 
chine. A very simple operation of a brake m- 
geniously applies the power to the engine, and a 
cog-wheel attached to the latter fits a larger cog- 
wheel attached to the fly-wheel of the sewing- 
machine. In this way the arm of the latter 
made to work, and with it, of course, the needle. 
‘The speed is regulated bv the amount of pres- 
sure on the brake, and when sufficient pressure 
is exerted it breaks the circuit, and thus stops 
the machine. The sisters, and the cousins, and 
the aunts in Chi who have occasion to use 
sewing-machines, should lookin on Mr. Green 
and see the workings of his motor, which speaks 
for itself.

The prosecution 
was represepted by an attorney named Brock- 
way, who appeared in the dual capacity of ¢oun- 
sel and complaining witness. Mr. Sprague was 
represented by Mr. Gus Van Buren and Mr. De 
Wolf. Mr. Brockway testified that the defend- 
ant had sold to George 8. Bowen for $350 
three land-warrants, representing that 
they (the warrants) bad not deen 
located, when the fact was that the 
bad been located by Sprague himself, who ha 
sold the land,—360 acres.

PERE HYACINTHE. 
REVIVAL OF THE OLD CATHOLIC FAITH. 

The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Herald recently interviewed Father Hyacin'he 
at great length as to his plans and ideas. The 
Father agrees in the main with the venerable 
and learved Dr. Dollinger, who has just entered 
his Slst year, and has been for many years the 
foremost champion of the Old Catholics,” 
Like Dr. Dollinger, Father Hyacinthe rejects 
the dogma that the Pope is infallible. But 
previous to the Vatican Council in 1869 eVery 
Catholic was at liberty to dissent from that doc- 
trine. The Catholic Churen always rejected it 
up toavery recent period. The famous Bos- 
suet, the most eloquent man of modern times 
and the greatest ornament of the Catholic 
Church in France, strenuously opposed it, and 
Catholic France uvanimously supported bim: 
or, rather (to state the thing with exactness), 
Bossuet devoted all his great powers of argu- 
ment and eloquence to sustain the position of 
the Gallican Church on this subject. The 
necessary inference is that Father Hyacinthe 
would have been deemed a good French Catho- 
lic at any former period, notwithstanding his 
dissent from the dogma of Papa! infallibitity. 

On other points what he in the interview 
proves him to be a pretty orthodox Catholic. He 
accepts without question that great stumbling- 
block of recent Protestants, the real presence. 
We say recent Protestants, because Luther, the 
father of Protestantism, aceepted the doctrine 
that Christ was present in the bread and wive 
which are the emblems of His body and blood. 
Father Hyacinthe fully believes in the mass; he 
defends the offering of incense; he thinks the 
use of pictures not only justiflabie, but a beau- 
tiful aid to piety. I do not believe,“ he says, 
„any intelligent being is in danger of worsbip- 
ing a picture or a statue of Christ, or any sdint, 
any more than a picture of asaintly father or 
mother. And we all know how precious those 
faces are When separated from them by long 
distances or death.“ Father Hvacinthe thinks 
auricular confession beneficial when voluntary, 
and we suppose no Catholic contends that it 
should be compulsory. On the celibacy of the 
clergy we suppose he will be deemed heretical, 
but he ioduiges im no scoffs. “I am not op- 
posed,’’ he says, to the celibacy of the priest 
when it is voluntary and real, when it is a vir- 
tuous state, a holy sacrifice made for God, for 
the good of one’s own seul, and for the good of 
others. Such a sacrifice can only be made by 
great and pure natures for a holy cause. 

It will be seen from tape citations that Father 
Hyacinthe remains essentially a Catholic,-- 
that is to say, be holds no opinions which in 
earlier ages of the Church would have been 
deemed inconsistent with orthodoxy. The 
celibacy of the clergy certainly was not a re- 
quirement of the orimitive Church, for we 
read of St. Peter's “wife’s mother,“ and St. 
Paul declared that a Bishop should be blameless 
and the busband of one wife.“ Father Hya- 
cinthe states that the celibacy of the clergy is 
not required by the Catholics of the Orient.“ 
On the point of Papal infallibility he is in—per- 
fect accord with the Gallican Church of two 
centuries ago. 

His implicit. Catholicity on so many leading 
points fits him to make a great impression and 
win many disciples in France by appeals to the 
former position of the Gallican Church as it ex- 
isted before Ultramontanism’ gained ascend- 
ency among the French Catholics... The very 
word Ultramontanism marks a difference be- 
tween the Catholicism of France and that of 
Italy. The Gallican Church rested on national 
feeling, and, if the surpassing eloquence of 
Father Hyacinthe shall prove a powerful iustru- 
ment in reviving that national feeling, the new 
movement may have a wonderiul success. 


THE BIBLE REVISION. 
INTERESTING PARTICULARS OF THE GREAT 
WORK. 

Boston Advertiser. 

The fact that a revision of the authorized 
version of the Bible has been undertaken is 
well known, and the public has from time to 
time been informed of the general character 
and progress of the work. Butamore particular 
statement may be of interest to many readers. 
The fact that the version in common use is 
not regarded by scholars as a perfect translation 
of the original Hebrew and Greek Scriptures 
has been made familiar to the masses, not only 
by the frequent corrections made by preachers 
in their pulpits, but by many independent trans- 
lations which have been put out during the last 
twenty-five years. These translations have, 
indeed, met. with no general favor, and 
have sometimes, by their imperfections and 
their ill-advised deviations from the old 
version, seemed to endear the latter 
more than ever to the popular heart; but 
they have, nevertheless, had the effect of dis- 
turbing the glmost superstitious confidence 
which men have begun to put in the authorized 
version. There are certain errors in it which 
almost every one has learned about. There are 
obsolete words which have to be explained 
afresh to every child. There are inaccuracies 
which uovecessarily obscure what might easily 
be made clear. The progress of Biblical and 
philological knowledge, and the discovery of 
manuscripts of the New Testament far older and 
more accurate than those from which the 
authorized version was made, have rendered it 
impossible to satisfy the reasonable desire, on 
the one hand, more perfectly to reproduce for 
common use the meaning of the Scriptures, and 
on the other to issue such a version as by the 
very method of its production would inspire 
coufidence in its accuracy, and would forestall 
other one-sided attempts to improve the common 

version. 

Accordingly, in the springiof 1870, the Convo- 
eation of 2 representing the larger 
vortion of the Anglican Church, resolved to in- 
ungurate a revision of the sutborized version. 
Certain members of the Convocation were desig- 
nated to serve in the work, and other scholars, 
members both of the Established Church and of 
the non-conformist bodies, were adued to the 
oumber, there being about fifty tm all, of which 
one-balf constitute the Old Testament com pany, 
atid the other half the New Testament company. 
The most noteworthy facts respecting the work 
are as follows: 1. The new version is to be a 
révision of the old one, not a pew translation. 
The purpose is to introduce as few alterations 
as possible in the text of the authorized versign 
consistentiy with faithfulness.” 2. The changes 
are, further, to be so limited as not to affect the 
general stye of the old version. Archaic ex- 
pressions are not to be changed when they 
cause no obscurity. When changes are 
made the principle adopted is to limit, 
as far as possible, the expression 
of such alterations te the language

The re- 
lations between the two Committees are per- 
fectiy friendly, and the co-operation of der- 
ént denominations bas on neither side of the 
ocean led to any friction. 

The revision of the New Testament is now 
nearly complete. That of the Old Testament 
will not be ready for publication for about three 
yeare. In Engiand the University presses have 
engaged to publisi the revised Bible, and, as 
they will bave acopyright on it, they bear the 
expenses incurred by the British revisers iu their 
work. In the United States there will be no 
copyright, and the American revisers not only 
devote their time and study to the work of the 
revision, but also assume thr pecuniary expense 
of it, except in so far as interested friends vol- 
untaril) contribute money for this purpose. Up 
to the present time such contributions have 
been sufficient to meet the usual cxpenses in- 
curred by the Committee! It is to be boped 
that this aid will be continued. Less than $2,000 
a year will be needed for the short period dur- 
ing which the work is to continue. A Finance 
Committee has been organized, which receives 
and disburses funds for this purpose. 

As an indication of the probable style and 
amount of change which mav be expected in 
the new revision, the following cunjettura’ 
emendation of a few verses in the prose and 
pes parts of the book of Job is given. This

BISHOP GILMOUR. 
HIS DEFENSE OF HIS PASTORAL CRITICISED. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Sr. Joszrn. Mch., March 25.—Bishop Gil- 
mour’s letter in defense of his pastoral has been 
read with interest by all having the future wel- 
tare of their children at heart, and none have 
taken more gains to digest its contenis than 
has the writer, whose interest may be attributed 
to the fact of his professing to be a sincere 
Catholic, notwithstanding an inclination to 
favor advancement rather than retrogradation. 
The reverend gentleman is, or affects to be, 
liberal, when assuming that his premises may 
be wrong, but in all else his views savor slightly 
of egotism, as the most liberal mind would inter 
from the assertion made in his opening that 
„the position assailed is exceedingly strong, 
and that arguments of accusers are unworthy of 
consideration, and this before any arguments 
or charges have been answered or refuted. For 
the purpose of simplification he assumes there 
are but three principal charges preferred, viz: 
illiberality, opposition to progress of the age, 
and a desire to destroy the institutions of our 
country, and proceeds to show that said charges 
are ill-founded and incongruous. Has he main- 
tained his position,—shown conclusively that 
his opponents’ arguments are ‘“ exceedingly 
weak’’? No. The ,ererend Father admits that 
he is ill-bred,—giories in so being; save he is 
decidedly opposed to the progress of the age, and 
that the management of our institutions should 
undergo a change, which virtually amounts to 
destruction. We also bold that Catholics have 
or ought to have the same rights and advantages 

ed them in our public institutions as are 
enjoyed by Protestants, and that they have, 
it is a burping shame and 
immediately rectified.

have no cause to 
complain of indifferent treatment, and I can 
assure Bishop Gilmour that members our de-

Such is the exterior 
appearance of Dr. George C. Lorumer to a casual 
ooserver who never before has rested eyes upon 
the man. 
t the kind of a house in which a man lives is 
of little importance compared with the kind of a 
man that lives im it, and a very larſe man may live 
in a very small house and not be cramped for room. 
The first sentence that comes from the rostrum in- 
dicates a mind that is clear, and whose clearness is 
not at the expense of its breadth and depth. The 
next sentence indicates the qualities of, mind so 
admirable ina public speaker, and pre-eminently 
in a minister. namely. honesty and fairness. And 
an honest mind is easily detected, for it dodges not 
around difiiculties, but meets them, and either 
overcomes or is overcome by them. But an honest 
mind will not conform facts to suit preconceived 
theories, It abides the results of inexorable logic 
and wishes only the truth. Dr. Lorimer's mind is 
first and foremost an honest mind, and though the 
compliment seems large. it is, nevertbeless, de- 
served. 
ease with which be chooses words to express his 
thought. Language is with him a medium for the 
expression of thought, and as such he uses it with 
taste and precision. His power of condensing a 
theory into a.sentence is at times marvelous, and 
though he has not the originai quaintnes and quiet 
sarcasm. coupled withthe poetic genius, of a wind 


like Chicago's greatest thinker, David Swing, nor 


the incisive and narrow persistency of a mind like 
Francis L. Patton's, he yet starts ont clearly and 
logicaily for an end, and finds himself there, not 
so much by shaping bis thought and forcing a con- 
clusion as by being led by the natural and graceful 
unfolaing of an honest Mind that desires to know 
and speak the truth. Thesearcesdrom whitch Dr. 
Lorimer draws in the treatment of his subject are, 
first, the Scriptures and the writings of the fathers, 
and very largely from ancient and modern history, 
with a graceful sprinkling of the best poets, Le 
makes few allusions to the classics, and dwells no: 
in the sphere of the ideal and esthetical so much as 
in the sphere of the practical and actual. But ail 
sources that are drawn upon for illustrations are 
used not as an end but as a meaus. The object of
